the Belgrade again is about to he at-
tacked. :

General Botha, commander of the
Union of South Africa forces, again
has been engaged with General De-
Wet'#' rebel commandos, but the ‘fnal
result of the battle is not yst ¥nown.
Apparently General DeWet is prov-
ing a thorn in the side of his old com-
rade, Botha, for, although part of his
commendo has been captured, General
DeWet seems to keep out of the hauds
of his pursuers.

The action of the converted crnlser
formerly a North German Lloyd -lin-
cr, in deliberately entering the har-
bor of Trogpdjhem, Norway, and . in-
terning, is & mystery hefe. It is pre-
sumed she was acting as a convoy
for German sul“narines and was' be-
ing ‘watched by the Allles warziiize:

In the eastern arena rs decislve ac-
tions are reported but one may  beé
expected spon in  Ruszsian Poland,
where the Russian advance has ‘met
with heavy German contingents.

The Austrians are moving back
from the Russian army in Galicla: but
against the Sevvians and Monteneg-
rins the Austrians are apparently
making marked progress and again
are threatening Belgradc.

The Germans have captured in the
battla ¢f Kutno Governor yvon Korff,
of Warsaw, and his staff,

The British government I8 to ralse
a loan of $1,170,000,000 for war pur-
poses and the chancellor of the ex-
chequer has arranged a schedule
which includes an increase In the in-
come tax and special taxes on beer
and tea.

In the opinion of the chancellor one'
year of the present wa will cost
Great Britain $2,500,000 000, the larg-
o8t amount England ever has spent
on a war.

The Briush prime minister, Mr. As-
quith, has announced that the British
government will declare the whole of
the North Sea In the military area
and that all subjects of the enemy
found on neutral vessels in those Wa-
ters will be liable to detentisn  as
prisoners of war. Oil and copper, he
has announced further, will be de-
clared was contraband.
